LOS ANGELES (AP) - Sen. 
Robert 
F. 
Kennedy emerg ed 
from three hou rs of su rg ery to­ 
day in "ex tremely critical con­ 
dition," Frank Mankiewicz, his 
press secretary , annou nced. 
Mankiewicz said all bu t one 
frag ment of a bu llet in Ken­ 
nedy 's head was remov ed by 
the team of su rg eons. 
Another 
bu llet 
r e m a i n s 
"somewhere in the back of the 
neck," he added. 
Kennedy lost a "considerable 
amou nt of blood as a resu lt of 
the bu llet which passed throu g h 
the mastoid bone on the rig ht 
side of his head,” he added 
Mankiewicz said Kennedy was 


breathing withou t the u se of 
special ox y g en equ ipment fol­ 
lowing the operation bu t he was 
in a rescu sitator. 
Kennedy was taken to an in­ 
tensiv e care u nit at Good Sa­ 
maritan Hospital following the 
operation. 
The medical bu lletin said the 
nex t 12 to 36 hou rs wou ld be the 
"v ery critical period." 
"He’s liv ing and he's breath­ 
ing on his own," Mankiewicz 
said. 
With the senator at the hospi­ 
tal were his wife. Ethel, and his 
brother, Sen. Edward Kennedy 
of Massachu setts. 
Doctors reported some of the 


bu llet frag ments and bone pene­ 
trated the midsection of the 
brain. Doctors said this area 
g ov erns certain fu nctions bu t is 
not the thinking process. 
Briefing newsmen some sev en 
hou rs after the attempted assas­ 
sination, Mankiewicz said there 
"may hav e been some impair­ 
ment of the blood su pply to the 
center of the brain," which con­ 
trols su ch v ital sig ns as pu lse, 
blood pressu re, and the tracking 
of the ey e—bu t “ not the think­ 
ing processes." 
The nex t 24 to 36 hou rs, he 
said, will be critical and will al­ 
low a determination whether 
su ch damag e has occu rred. 


City Tax Revenue Loss Held 
Peril to Kent State Project 


The senator, 42. whose broth­ 
er, President John F. Kennedy , 
was assassinated by a rifleman 
in Dallas Nov . 22. 1963, was shot 
shortly after midnig ht. 
He had ju st made a triu m­ 
phant talk to 2.000 cheering su p­ 
porters in the Ambassador Ho­ 
tel. 
After a slow cou nt, he had 
seized the v ictory ov er Sen. Eu ­ 
g ene J. McCarthy in the race 
for California’s 174 Democratic 
conv ention v otes. 
Of eig ht shots fired, one bu llet 
lodg ed in Kennedy ’s brain and 
another cau sed 
a su perficial 
shou lder wou nd 
Fiv e 
other 
persons 
were 
wou nded in v ary ing deg rees. 
The g u nman 
was captu red 
Immediately . He was identified 
as Latin-looking , abou t 25, of 
mediu m heig ht and with cu rly 
hair. He wore blu e jeans and 
tennis shoes. 
The g u nman refu sed to identi­ 
fy himself or make a statement, 
Police Chief Thon as Reddin re­ 
ported. 
"We don't know who the su s­ 
pect is," Reddin told a news 
conference. "He has made no 
statement. He wou ld not speak, 
ex cept once he said ‘y es.’ 
"We describe him as a male 
Cau casian, arou nd 25, 5 feet 5 
and abou t 120 pou nds, swarthy 
complex ion. 
His 
hair is de­ 
scribed as wiry or bu shy .” 
Fou r other men and a woman 
were wou nded in the g u nfire, 
which took place in a kitchen 
corridor of the hotel. 
One witness said the shots 
came so close tog ether that he 
cou ld hardly believ e they were 
fired from one g u n. This report­ 
er heard the shots from an ad­ 
joining room and they sou nded 
almost like a brief bu rst of ma­ 
chine-g u n fire. The g u nman was 
booked on su spicion of assau lt 
with intent to commit mu rder. 
Reddin said the g u nman u sed 
an eig ht-shot .22 calibre pistol 
and ex pended all eig ht shots. 
Three of the others also hit 
were identified as Pau l Schrade, 
30. a u nion leader; Irwin Stroll 
and William Wiesell. 
Reddin declined to say where 
the g u nman was held, bu t added 
he is u nder 24-hou r g u ard. 
Here is what happened: 
The g u nman appeared in the 
kitchen area behind the band­ 
stand of the Embassy Room, 
where l^nnedy backers, inclu d­ 
ing mov ie stars and stu dents, 
were listening to their candi­

speech. The g u nman carried 
papers, which he spread ou t on 
a stainless steel table. One wait­ 
er described them as sketches.

crowded with waiters, press and 
others, and the man’s presence 
cau sed little notice. 
Kennedy finished his speech 
and beg an working his way off 
the platform and into the kitch­ 
en, followed by close associates 
and members of hL family . His 
wife, Ethel, had been at his side 
du ring the speech, bu t she be­ 
came env eloped in the crowd. 
Kennedy g azed arou nd as if 
searching for her 
At that moment the g u nman 
pu shed 
throu g h

reached his arm arou nd others 
in front of him and shot the sen­ 
ator.

Kennedy was stretched on the 
floor, his face cov ered with 
blood.

Rarely Talked of 
Assassination 
O f Brother

W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
Amo ng the o verwhelming iro ­ 
nies, o ne rushes to mind amo ng 
repo rters 
who 
have 
co vered 
Ro bert Francis Kennedy o n his 
intensive 
campaign 
fo r 
the 
Demo cratic presidential no mi­ 
natio n. 
It o ccurred to virtually all o f 
us as we watched the pattern. 
Invariably, he wauld bo unce 
do wn the steps o f his campaign 
plane and, with little pro tectio n, 
plunge into frenzied screaming 
cro wds seeking to grab and tug 
a t him. 
And 
inevitably 
we 
tho ught o f Dallas and tho ught 
tha t this Kennedy was mo ving 
amo ng strangers with much less 
pro tectio n than his bro ther did 
o n the dark No vember day in 
19 63. 
Iro nically, it was a thing that 
he felt, acco rding to his aides, 
that he had to pro ve: That he, 
Ro bert 
Kennedy, 
a 
United 
States senato r and bro ther o f 
the 
assassinated 
President, 
co uld mo ve mo re freely and 
with mo re co nfidence amo ng 
cro wds than President Jo hnso n. 
He seemed to do so with a 
certain sense o f fatalism. Tho se 
who o bserved him clo sely are 
certain he did no t relish being 
grabbed and pushed and mauled 
by strangers. 
It vio lated his 
sense o f privacy. 
But he was, as Kennedys al­ 
ways seem to be, the all-o ut 
candidate; he wo uld do what he 
tho ught necessary to win. 
He talked rarely o f po ssible 
assassinatio n o r the m urder o f 
his bro ther. When questio ned, 
he wo uld say simply he was sat­ 
isfied with the findings o f the 
W arren Co mmissio n, which in­ 
vestigated his bro ther’s death. 
He mentio ned the late Presi­ 
dent o ften in his speeches but it 
invariably was in an imperso nal 
way. He referred to him as 
“ President Kennedy" and al­ 
mo st never as “my bro ther” o r 
by his first name. Repeatedly, 
as he campaigned, there were 
rem inders o f the man who cam ­ 
paigned in 19 60, in the current 
candidate’s 
stance, 
cadence, 
rhythm, 
Bo sto n accent, right 
hand pumping, and, almo st in 
variably, after describing de­ 
plo rable so cial co nditio ns, this 
pero ratio n: “ I think we can do 
better. That is why I run fo r 
president. That is why 1 ask 
yo ur help."

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Deadly Drama on the World Stage 


The drama being acted out on the world 
stage In Paris would be fascinating if it wert 
not so tragically serious. 
Each nuance of interpretation of each new 
pronouncement is carefully analyzed and each 
news interview granted by the leading negotia­ 
tors is dissected in an effort to discover a crack 
in the opposite side’s position. 
The latest dispatch noted that a social touch 
had been added to the negotiations — refresh­ 
ments in the form of tea and soft drinks. Tile 
more observant in the “gallery” crowd ob­ 
served that this was a “first” in the current 
talks and struggled to find some significance in 
its occurrence. 


Good Job! 


This newspaper criticized the State Highway 
Department several months ago for its neglect 
of Alternate Route 14 between Salem and Col­ 
umbiana.

Although the many curves are still present 
between Salem and Washingtonville, the road 
is much improved and we feel certain that ev­ 
ery motorist echoes our word of commendation 
to the Highway Department. 


SOME AMERICANS found this encouraging, 
perhpas hopeful. 
Speculation varies as to the reason for send­ 
ing a new Red envoy to the talks, The world 
audience holds it breath in expectation as he 
strides on stage. 
An optimistic view is taken by some who 
choose to believe that this is the North Viet­ 
namese wsy of moving around an impasse 
adroitly, so as to yield a little without seeming 
to or causing any loss of face on the part of Its 
present top negotiator. 
about the Reds’ true intent. 
Others see it as just another tricky device to 
tease the Americans and keep them guessing 
about the Reds’ true intent. 
A slightly different formulation of an old 
North Vietnamese demand has gone under th* 
microscope to see if it might contain some f o ­ 
ment of change in policy. The world audience 
waits in hushed suspense for the verdict. 
While the play plays on, the soldiers die fast­ 
er than ever. 
To those who are watching the drama being 
enacted, certain truths seem to come across the 
footlights. 
It seems clear that the North Vietnamese are 
not hurting enough to seriously want peace. 
They prefer to playact. 


IT SEEMS equally clear that the United 
States, although waiting peace as soon as pos­ 
sible, is not willing to strive for it on the battle­ 
field by expanding its efforts. 
Until the North Vietnamese become con­ 
vinced that they cannot win one way or anoth­ 
er, or until the United States yields sn its posi­ 
tion or changes to a more aggressive policy, the 
play will go on and the soldiers will die. 


Czechs Push Ahead 


Alexander Dubcek, Czechoslovak Communist 
party leader, is marching strongly forward, 
carrying the banner of his progressive force* 
toward a showdown battle with the conserva­ 
tive, Moscow-dominated Communists within the 
country. 
His latest move was to propose an extraordi­ 
nary party congress In September to confirm 
his regime’s program of democratization. By 
simply proposing the congress as party leader, 
he made it a foregone conclusion. 


THE PROPOSAL for the extraordinary con­ 
gress apparently stems from the belief that 
many of the conservatives, who have been un­ 
der public pressure to resign as members of 
the Central Committee, will not do so. 
Headed by Antonin Novotny, who was ousted 
earlier this year as Czech Communist party 
leader, the conservatives contend that the cur­ 
rent democratic revolution within Czechoslova­ 
kia is jeopardizing socialism and Czechoslova­ 


kia’s relationship with the Soviet Union. 
The Czechs, under the leadership of First 
Secretary Dubcek, have served notice on tho 
Kremlin that they intend to develop their own 
brand of communism in pursuit of their own 
goals. They are looking to the West for more 
trade, technology and even investment 
Understandably, this is giving the Russians 
and their Czech conservative lackeys real fits. 
Likewise it is causing unrest in the other mi­ 
nor Communist states of Europe. 


FOR THE WEST it represents ever-encourag­ 
ing news. It is clear for the world to see that 
the Czechs are not moving toward closer ties 
with Russia and the imposition of more govern­ 
ment controls. 
Instead, they are moving, as fast as they pos­ 
sibly dare, to free themselves of the long-en­ 
dured shackles of conservative Communist reg­ 
ulations and restrictions — toward democratiza­ 
tion. 


Cancer and Heredity 


For many years now the debate has been 
going on as to whether or not cancer is heredi­ 
tary. 
In the absence of Information which could 
provide an explanation and understanding of 
tho disease, theories as to Its cause or causes 
and the probability of its being passed on from 
generation to generation have been numerous. 
Now scientists at the University of California 
have reported strong evidence that human can­ 
cers can be inherited. 
Surprisingly, their findings support a theory 
advanced 66 years ago by a German embryolo­ 
gist, Theodor Boveri, who believed that a chro­ 
mosome Imbalance leads to cancer 
The American investigators report their stud­ 
ies show an over abundance of the chromosome 
E-16, the cell-growth determinant, in malignant 
human cells as compared with normal human 


cells. 
Dr. John W. Gofman, principal investigator, 
says: “We believe a specific chromosorml im­ 
balance is strongly associated with malignant 
proliferation of human cells.” 
The California scientists have observed that 
the E-16 chromosmme plays a key role in nor­ 
mal cell production as tissues grow. Chromo­ 
somes are packets of genes, life’s hereditary 
units, and they occur in every cell. The number 
of chromosomes kl human cancer cells usually 
of how basic research pays off in benefits to 
is higher than in normal cells. 
Just what medical science can and will do 
with this new information, lf it is proved con­ 
clusively, remains to be seen. But if it is 
proved to be fact, it will be one more example 
of how basic research pays off in benefits to 
mankind. 


The Scorpion Mystery 


The mysterious loss of the nuclear-powered 
submarine Scorpion leaves a lot of questions 
begging for answers. Some may never be 
found. 
The American public is in the dark — as are 
officials — about facts surrounding the disap­ 
pearance of the submarine, but that doesn’t 
stop the speculation. 


SOME FEAR sabotage. Others have written 
off the incident as an unexplained accident. Still 
others feel a hostile action may have eliminated 
the sub and therefore transformed the situation 
into a national defense matter. 
It is likely that the truth of what happened to 
the Scorpion will remain a secret. But there ara 
other phases of the unusual occurrence that can 
be cleared up. 
Adding to die confusion of search operations 
last week was a radio message picked up by a 
Navy patrol plane and several ships near the 
cost of Norfolk. 
The message read: “Any station this net. 
This is Brandywine.” Since Brandywine is tho 
secret code name for Scorpion, the message 
gave rise to hopes that the missing sub was in 
the area. 
Later the radio message was described as an 
apparent hoax. 
Official spokesmen had Ut de comment on die 
hoax situadon but some other people would like 
to know Imw classified information like the cod* 
name of a nuclear sub fed into hands of some­ 
one who would misuse it in such a cruel man­ 
ner. 
THE PUBLIC also is wondering about escape 
procedures, availability of adequate rescue 
gear and emergency procedures in general. 
When the nuclear submarine Thresher was 
lost in 1963, other subs in the U.S. Navy under­ 
went extensive modifications in die interest of 
safety. 
With the loss Of the Scorpion and a 99-man 


crew, there is some doubt whether the modifi­ 
cations were extensive enough. 
The public is awaiting further information 
and, hopefully, some answers. 


VICTOR RIESEL 
LBJ Briefs Labor Friends 


WASHINGTON — If Lyndon Johnson hadn’t 
said he wasn’t running, you wouldn’t know 
the difference. Not in the White House last 
Tuesday afternoon, you couldn’t. He was in one 
of those warm and confiding 
moods especially at that mo­ 
ment when he admitted never 
having met Thomas Jefferson 
^personally. 
It was the old Lyndon Joh- 
son because he was with cid 
I friends-the 130 editors of of- 
1 tidal labor papers. They had 
J shuttled over in three buses 
I from the Hotel Statleer about 
vim* Ei«Mi 
4:30 p.m. after their biennial 
conference* with Labor Secretary Willard Wirtz. 
Mr. Johnson just would not think of permit­ 
ting them to leave the capital without a thor­ 
ough briefing on the world in general, and In 
particular what he thinks of Georg* Meany 
whom he affectionately called “The Rock.” 
For 40 minutes, there in the East Room, 
while the government’s high command waited 
outside, Mr. Johnson briefed the labor journal­ 
ists on the state of the union, the world, and the 
presidential campaign. 
Most of this added up to his blief that Hil­ 
bert Horatio Humphrey is one of the grand men 
of history, loyal, indefatigable and very com­ 
passionate. 
“I thought I had been a particularly good 
vice president, working 90 hard they had tried 
to slow me down,” said the President. “I would 
rate myself, however, about a B. 


“ BUT I RATE Hubert Humphrey an A. He 
has been our greatest vice president since Tho­ 
mas Jefferson. I did not know Jefferson person­ 
ally but I’ll accept what the historians say. Hu­ 
bert has been the best since then.” 
Then with mock anger he said he resented a 
United Press International report that at the 
Ladles Garment Workers’ convention he had 
virtually endorsed the vice president for the 
presidential nomination. This he would not do, 
he averred, since he had taken himself out of 
politics. 
Then as a not so whimsical footnote, Mr. 
Johnson added that “ w hoever the next presi­ 
dent is, even if he is a Republican, God forbid, 
I hope he will carry on the policies I’ve been 
working for in this administration . . . and, in 
his inaugural speech, will talk of the record of 
the great society and dedicate himself to follow 
this program.” 
There were sorrowful refrains in the Presi­ 
dent’s chatty discourse with his friends. He 


talked sadly of the submarine Scorpion. He took 
them close to his family bosom by quoting from 
a letter to Lynda from her husband Marine 
Capt. Charles Robb, whose company had lost 14 
men in action. Peace, he said, like his family, 
was close to his heart. 
THEN IN CAME the vice president, who sat 
in the rear for a while, not wanting to cut in on 
his chief. Later, Johnson called him up front. 
And so on to the reception room where Lyn­ 
don Johnson spent 22 minutes posing, In turn, 
with each labor editor so the picture could be 
run in union publications with circulations total­ 
ing millions. 
Why this tom de force? Many reasons. This 
is a complex and moody man. At one turn in 
the one-way conversation, he snorted. 
Retire, 
a lot of papers say I’m giving up the presider 
cy to retire.” But, he said, by no means will he 
retire into obscurity. He’ll have his say. 
Perhaps he has had second thoughts Mi leav­ 
ing public life entirely. 
Perhaps he needs these monologues and dia­ 
logues to bolster him as he contemplates leav­ 
ing the strip between the Hill and the Rose 
Garden. 
The other Sunday morning, after the tumul­ 
tuous, almost hysterical reception given him by 
1,000 ladies garment workers delegates in At­ 
lantic City’s Convention Hall, he telephoned the 
union’s president, Lou Stu’berg. Mr. Johnson 
thanked Stulberg for the gala and said it had 
given him the lift he needed. 


PERHAPS HE SOUGHT the same stimulus 
from the 15 labor editors for whom he had pre­ 
pared a table as lavish and heavily laden as his 
praise for Mr. Humphrey and Willard Wirtz 
(“the best labor secretary in history” ). 
These are imponderables. But it is certain 
that Mr. Johnson is well aware that labor’s 
massive machinery is now in its highest gear 
and his to command. Mr. Johnson well knew of 
the AFL-CIO crash programs of tell* hone 
squads and campaign specialists setting back 
Bob Kennedy in Oregon that very day. 
He—more than many other national leaders 
—understands the full impact of the machine 
and realizes it is the most powerful campaign 
mechanism, computer and all, in the land. 
And so, for whatever other reasons, he did 
take almost an hour and a half out of a horren­ 
dous day, filled with reports from Paris nego­ 
tiator Vance, from the Vietnam front, and from 
the tax battle in Congress, to maintain personal 
contact with the labor movement. 
Whatever else Lyndon Baines Johnson has re­ 
tired from today, he has not retired from to­ 
morrow’s politics.

Peace Talks 
Drag On 
jsssizw-rris 
rin g —perhaps months This is partly due to the 
fact that relatively little 
has been 
•horn by the American people about the slow 
progress of the negotiations. 
Onhr a few voices are heard which advocate 
putting a time limit on the parleys and issuing 
gome kind of threat to resume bombing of all 
areas in North Vietnam. 
The administration, however, is not inclined 
to take any such drastic measures. Instead, 
there Is a desire to wait out the propaganda 
maneuvers and dilatory tactics of the Hanoi 
delegation in Paris. 
One purpose is to make clear to the world 
that the United States continues to be anxious 
to work out a settlement but has been blocked 
by the adamant position of the Communist-in­ 
spired North Vietnamese. 


AN EFFORT to persuade the Soviet Union to 
bring about a change in attitude by the repre­ 
sentatives of Hanoi was revealed when Foreign 
Minister Stewart of Great Britain told about a 
long talk he had a few days ago with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Gromyko In Moscow. 
Mr Stewart urged the Soviet government to 
use its influence with the North Vietnamese lo 
make some reciprocal gesture of military res­ 
traint in answer to the curtailing of bombing by 
the United Statss. 
Britain and Russia were cochairmen of the 
1964 Geneva conference which negotiated peace 
in the Vietnam area, and a similar meeting 
now could be convened. 
But the Soviet foreign minister declined to in­ 
tervene, and declared instead that the United 
States should stop all bombing of North Viet­ 
nam without any preconditions. 
So no Communist government Is helping to 
get a peace agreement signed at the Paris 
conference. There has been a suggestion that a 
cease-fire might eventually be arragned. 
But the North Vietnamese government still 
says that the United States must unconditionally 
stop its military operations and begin to with­ 
draw from South Vietnam before there will be 
any cessation of the fighting. 
TTie belief that the American government will 
eventually agree to a virtual surrender has per­ 
sisted in Hanoi. The envoys of the United States 
in Paris have tried to disabuse the North Viet­ 
namese of any such notion, but thus far appar­ 
ently have met with no success. 
Perhaps the strongest statement on the sub­ 
ject came from President Johnson May 23. He 
pointed out that the flow of infiltrators and 
equipment from North Vietnam to South Viet­ 
nam has never been greater than it is now, and 
then added: 
“For our part, we shall seriously and soberly 
pursue negotiations toward an honorable ard 
peaceful settlement of the war. But this should 
a^so be clear: We shall not be defeated on the 
battlefield while the talks go on. 
“ We shall not permit the enemy’s mortars 
and rockets to go unanswered and to permit 
him to achieve a victory that would make a 
mockery of the negotiations. 
“We have faith that an honorable peace can 
be achieved in Vietnam. But if there must be 
more fighting before it cornea, then we shall not 
be found wanting.” 
The President reiterated these points on Tues­ 
day of this week. Meanwhile, there Is no incli­ 
nation in official circles here to predict when 
the negotiations may be concluded. The general 
assumption is that very little will happen be­ 
tween now and the presidential election in this 
country in November. 
It is reported that the Communists think a 
new president of the United States would be 
willing to settle the Vietnam War by making 
substantial concessions. 


PRESIDENT J(JOHNSON is well aware of 
such speculation, and said on Monday: 
“I cannot speak for my successor, but I can 
speak for myself, and the answer is no—we will 
not withdraw until there is an honorable peace. 
I do not think that my country will permit us to 
do otherwise.” 
Some experienced diplomats insist that, once 
the American election is over and the new pres­ 
ident makes his position clear, tile North Viet­ 
namese will begin to show some flexibility. This 
optimistic view, is not, however, supported by 
any evidence thus far from the Communist 
side. 
The general feeling in Washington is that 
there is a long, long road ahead even if the 
United States is willing to make an armistice 
agreement without a peace treaty—something 
which seems unlikely because of America’s 
tragic experience with the Korean cease-fire.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A fel­ 
low union president say s Walter 
Reuther hurt the labor mov e­ 
ment in a critical election y ear 
by splitting his United Auto 
Workers from the AFL-CIO. 
*"IhU serv es only to strength­ 
en the hands of the enemies of 
labor,” said William Pollock, 
president of the 200,000-member 
AFL-CIO Tex tile Workers Union 
of America. 
Pollock’s 
union backs Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination. The Auto Workers 
hav e declined to endorse any 
candidate although Reuther re­ 
portedly leans toward Sen. Rob­ 
ert F. Kennedy . 
Reuther’s 1.6 million-member 
UAW, largest of the AFL-ClO’s 
128 unions, was suspended by 
AFL - CIO 
president 
George 
Meany last month under an au­ 
tomatic prov ision of the federa­ 
tion’s constitution for refusingi 
to pay dues. 
Pollock, 
the 
second 
union 
chief to criticize Reuther public­ 
ly , said, “ You can’t build ano 
strengthen the labor mov ement 
by div iding it.” 
P. L. (Roy ) Siemiller, presi­ 
dent of the million-strong AFL- 
CIO International Association of 
Machinists, earlier v oiced simi­ 
lar criticism of Reuther. 


Pollock said Reuther’s split in | 
a leadership dispute with Meany 
will also weaken labor’s efforts, 
to organize more workers in the! 
South, particularly in tough bat­ 
tles with the tex tile industry . 
‘‘The United Auto Workers is 
one of the unions which hav e 
had a common interest with us 
in organizing the South,” Pol ; 
ock tod a Tex tie Workers con 
v enetion 
Monday . 
"We 
had 
worked 
closely 
with 
Walter 
Reuther.” 
"So we deplore the fact that 
this great, progressiv e union is 
now going its own way ,” he 
said. 
Pollock said Reuther should 
hav e accepted the AFL-CIO’s of­ 
fer of a speceial conv ention to 
discuss his charges against the 
federation’s leadership. Meany 
and other AFL - CIO leaders 
asked only that Reuther agree 
in adv ance to abide by any deci­ 
sion of such a conv ention. 
“ Ev en though there may be 
merit in some of Walter Reuth­ 
er’s criticisms of the AFL-CIO, 
his refusal to accept a special 
conv ention to hear his com­ 
plaints, and abide by the major- 
i 
ity decision of that conv ention, 
is a tragic mistake,” said Pol­ 
lock, one of 27 AFL-CIO v ice 
oresidents.

Will she need 
some sort of truss or support 
until she can be operated on? 
A — This type of hernia 
rare in adults. When it occurs 
it should be repaired surgically. 
It is desirable, but not neces­ 
sary, for the victim to 
lose 
weight first. This can be done 
rapidly by going on a complete 
fast (nothing by mouth but wa­ 
ter) in the hospital for a couple 
of weeks.

removed? 
Would this be much of an oper­ 
ation? 
A — If It doesen’t bother you 
in any way, I would leave 
alone. If it gets in your way or 
becomes infected, it should be 
removed.

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Clergymen Open Drive to Grant 
War Dissenters Church Sanctuary

NEW YORK (AP) - A cam­ 
paign by U.S. clergy men to 
grant Vietnam war dissenters 
chu rch sanctu ary from federal 
law is off to a spu ttering start. 
On the basis of the prelimi­ 
nary ev idence, the idea, while 
long on tradition, is short of offi­ 
cial acceptance in the 20th cen- 
;pia 
tu ry . In Washington, a Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Ju stice 
spokesman 
commented today : "There is no 
basis in law for su ch claims of 
immu nity or asy lu m.” 
You ths who want to escape 
military serv ice, it seems clear, 
will continu e to be mu ch safer 
In Canada than in the chu rch 
bu ildings of their choice. It was 
different in ancient Greece and 
the Eu rope of the Middle Ages. 
The test of modem religiou s 
sanctu ary came in late May . 
Robert A. Talmanson, 21, u nder 
three-y ear prison sentence for 
failing to report for Army indu c­ 
tion, and William Chase, 19, an 
AWOL Army man, took refu ge 
in the Arlington Street Chu rch 


of the Unitarian-Univ ersalist or 
der in Boston. 
U.S. marshals carried Tal­ 
manson ou t of the chu rch the 
same day . Chase stay ed inside 
for 10 day s bu t finally su rren­ 
dered and was taken to Ft. 
Meade, Md., to face Army disci­ 
pline. 
T he 
interdenominational 
mov ement to make chu rches 
sanctu aries for Vietnam war ob­ 
jectors is loosely organized into 
a grou p calling itseif 'The Re­ 
sistance,” which has su rfaced in 
Detroit, Boston, Clev eland and 
some other cities. 
Last Tu esday the general as­ 
sembly of the Unitarian Univ er- 
salist Association adopted a res­ 
olu tion encou raging its pastors 
to offer "sy mbolic sanctu ary 
to draft ev aders. Association 
chu rches, howev er, hav e the 
right to disregard the resolu ­ 
tion. 
Two draft resisters followed 
u p the assembly 's action by en­ 
tering the Unitarian-Univ ersal­ 
ist Chu rch of the Mediator in 
Prov idence, R.I., last Satu rday .

An official of Boston’s Arling­ 
ton Street Chu rch said lawy ers 
were ex ploring the possibility 
that the ancient tradition of reli­ 
giou s sanctu ary might still hav e 
some sort of legal v alidity for 
Vietnam war protestors. 
Most members of the religiou s 
resistance mov ement concede, 
howev er, that it is probably im­ 
possible to prev ent federal mar­
